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ABSTRACT 

This document presents figures for the fall 1988 
enrollment and finances for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1989 at 
Catholic Colleges and Universities in the United States. Data are 
based on responses by individual institutions to the Office of 
Education's National Center for Educational Statistics* annual 
Integrated Postsecondary Educational Data System survey. Institutions 
are classified as either Research/Doctoral, Comprehensive, Liberal 
ArtSz or Two-year* Data for the following enrollment categor-i.es are 
provided: by type of institution; by level; by gender and ethnicity; 
and by geocraphic distribution. Financial data in the following 
categories are provided: tuition and fees, federal grants, private 
grants, endowment, instruction expenses, research expenses, academic 
support, student services, institutional support, operation and 
maintenance, scholarships, and plant debt* Major conclusions are 
that, in comparison to other independent colleges and universities. 
Catholic institutions have a higher proportion of comprehensive 
universities, enroll higher percentages of part-time and women 
students, enroll lower percentages of Black, Asian and Pacific 
Islanders, and enroll more Hispanic students (though almost half of 
these are in ^hree Puerto Rican institutions). Included is a 
statistical appendix with 24 tables and a list of institutions 
included in the report. (JB)

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Foreword 



As we move through the challenge of the nineties, the institutions that 
presently constitute the cohort of Catholic higher education in the United States 
will need to examine carefully the d^a made available in this report. While 
statistics do not make dedsions for us, they are an essential part of the decision 
making process. Our list of Catholic cx)lleges and universities is based on self- 
identifiration by the institutions, either through memterahip in the Association 
of Catholic Colleges and Univeraities (ACCU) or bv clear statements in the 
institution's public documents. All of the preonling reports from ACCU, 
inititated by Rev. Era^t Bartell's Project 80, have used this basis for 
identification purposes. This most recent report was prepared for ACCU by 
Joseph I^ttit, vice-president for planning and institutional r^arch at Ceoigetown 
University, and we are deeply indebted to him for his patient and dedicated 
consideration which resulted in this important study. 



This is the fouuh in a series of reports by the Association of Catholic Colleges 
and Universities (ACCU) on the enrollments and finance of Catholic collets 
and universities in the United States. Data presented in the report are ba^ 
on responses bv individual institutions to the U. S. Office of Education's 
National Center for Educational Statistics* (NCES) annual Integrate Postsecondary 
Education Data System (IPEDS) survey. After processing the responses, NCES 
places the data on computer tapes and makes them available to interested 
organixations. Preliminary data for this report were provided to ACCU by Frank 
Balz of the National Institute of Independent Colleges and Universities. 
Subsequently, a decision was made to change the format of the report in i rder 
to increase its usefulness to individual colleges and universities. This involved 
classifying independent colleges and universities on the NCES tape accorriing 
to the system used by The Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching and writing a>mputer prc^ams to extract the desired data- The 
classification was completed by Merri Twiggs, and the programs were ivritten 
by Stuart Rich and John Lewis, all of the G^rgetown University Office of 
Planning and Institutional Research. Paul Gallagher coordinated the project 
for A(XU. Without the assistance of all of these people, this report simply 
would not have been possible.

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Introduction 



This report focuses on the latest available NCES data: fall 1988 enrollment 
and finances for fiscal ending June 30, 1989. The Camede classifications 
of Research I and II, Doctoral I and n, Compreh^ive I and n, Uberal Arts 
I and n. and T%vo-Year. have been coU^sed into four basic categories: Research/ 
Doctoral. Comprehensive, Liberal Arts, and Two-Year, hutitutions classified 
as Professional/ Sp^alized or Corporate (including seminaries) have been 
excluded. Among Catholic institutions, those foumied by and maintaining a 
relationship with a religious women's order, are refmed to as Neylan. The 
name Neylan was given the group in honor of two Oay) sistera with that femily 
name who donated funds to the National Catholic Educational Assodation for 
the benefit of women religious in higher education. Women's colleges are 
defined as institutions whose fall 1988 enrollment was at least 85% women.

All 229 rolleges and universities on the ACCU list completed the 1988 fall 
IPEDS enrollment report. The total enrollment of these institutions was 609,350. 
All but three (whose oombined enrollment totaled 687) could be classified in 
one of the four basic Cam^e types. The number of institutions in each type 
was as follows: Research/ Doctoral. 11; Comprehensive. 100: Liberal Arts, 91. 
and Two- Year. 24. Over half of the institutions, or 120, are Neylan. with total 
enrollment representing 27% of all Catholic college and university enrollment. 
The enrollment of forty-three institutions was at least 85% women. Figure 
1 compares the enrollment of these groups of institutions, both full and part- 
time. Sf^fic statistics for this and other graphs are contained in an appendix 
to this report.

The comparisons shown in Figure 2 reveal that Catholic institutions, in both 
number and headcount enrollment, are weighted more heavily toward Com- 
prehensive institutions than other independent colleges and universities.

Figure 3 reveals that the total enrollment in Catholic cxiUeges and universities 
includes slightly more undergraduates than graduates, and significantly more 
* part-time than full-time students, when compared to other independent 
lastitutions.

Among Catholic Research/EkK:Joral universities, 70% of the students are full- 
time compared with 73% at other independent Research/ Doctoral universities. 
Likewise, the difference between the two groups of Comprehensive institutions 
is relatively small, with Catholic at 61% and Other Independents at 65%, 
However, only 58% of Catholic Liberal Arts college enrollment is full-time 
compared to 83% of Other Independent Liberal Arts institutions. The difference 
at the Two- Year level is also significant, with Catholic at 59% compared to 
Other Independents at 73%. Overall, there is an eleven percentage point 
difference between Catholic. 62% and Other Independents at 73%.

At both Catholic and Other Independent colleges and universities, women 
reprint a grater proportion of enrollment than men. This phenomenon is 
more pronounced among Catholic institutions than at Other Independents. 
Overall, 59% of Catholic college and university students are women, while 
the rorresponding shrre at Oth^ Independents is 52%.

Catholic collets and universities enroll comparatively fewer black (non- 
Hispanics), Asian and Pacific Islander, and American Indian and Alaskan Native 
than do Other Independents. Among U. S. citizens and resident aliens Catholic 
institutions enroll higher shares of Hispanics and whites, but their share of 
the non-resident aliens is only about half that of Other Independents. Almost 
half (48%) of the Hispanic enrollment in Catholic colleges and universities is 
at three Puerto Rican universities.

The geographic distribution of colleges and universities undoubt^Iy influ- 
ences the racial and ethnic imposition of enrollment Figure 7 iweals an 
almost equal split b&tween the West, South, Midwest, and Northeast for all 
U*S. colleges and universities. Catholic and other imlependent institutions of 
higher ^ucation are much more heavily represented in the Northeast and 
Midwest, those regions with ounparatively fewer minority residents.

Since the fall of 1982, the growth in enrollment at Catholic collies and 
universities has been almost entirely among part-time students while hiU-time 
enrollment at Other Independents climbed by almost four percent. Figure 8 
compares the growth rates for the two groups of institutions for full- and part- 
time enrollment from 1982 to 1988. Unfortunately, the NDCU data-base doM 
not include comparative data on full- and part-time enrollment prior to 1982« 
However, we know from earlier ACCU reports* that from 1970 to 1980, full- 
time enrollment grew by 16% at Catholic cx)lleges and universities while part- 
time enrollment increase by 51%. From 1980 to 1988, comparable fiAires 
were 1% and 17%, respectively. Given the decline in the number of nigh- 
school graduates during this period, es|^cially in the northeastern and 
midwestem regions of the country, these numt^rs reveal a measure of success.

The growth in mixiority student enrollment at Catholic college and univer- 
sities from 1982 to 1988 was less than among either all independent or all 
public institutions. The onlv »ra[^on to this statement among individual 
groui^ was for American Iimians and Alaskan natives, where the growth at 
Catholic institutions was slightly hi^er than for all independents. There was 
virtually no growth during the pericxl among black, non*Hispuiic students at 
Catholic colleges and universiti^ While Hisfmnic enrollment grew by 5% 
at Catholic institutions, it pew by 26% at all independents and 32% at all 

Eublics. In terms of dtizensnip, the enrollment of non-resident aliens declined 
y 10% at Catholic institutions.

For the fiscal ending |une 30, ICoC 208 Catholic and 717 (Hher 
independent colleges and universities in the four Carnegie classy respoiuled 
to the IPEE^ survey* This report examine various ratios calculated from these 
responses for the two groups of institutions, each sub-divided by Can^e 
classifications. In the ^varal graphs omtained on the following pagesi the 
ratios for each group have been d^ribed by five percentile numbers: 10th. 
2&th, the median, 75th. and 90th. The lOth percentiles are represented bv 
asterisks, the 2Sth to the 7Sth by narrow horizontal boxes with the 2Stb 
percentile value at the left-end ot the boxes and the 73th at the right-end. 
M^ians are shown as vertical Unas through the box^, and the ^h percentiles 
are cirdes. The ratios themselv^ are contained in the statistical appendix 
to the report* One of the reasons fm providing the i^rrontiles is to facilitate 
use of the information by administratoi^ and feculty at individual colleges and 
universities, using institutional responses to the IPEDS survey.

As would be expected, the lower levels of cuirent gifts to Catholic higher 
education are compounded by lower levels of endowment income^ juXr 
levels of current gifts and endowment income are a major cause for the tugner 
d^PidlZ^^iiion and fee income noted ^ier and the low levels of 
scholarships which will be shown in two later graphs.

Ratios of most categories of expenditures should be reviewed wth a degree 
of skepticism. Previous studies and discussions with higher educabon auditors 
have shown that expenditures are not always correcUy and comlstently 
classified. WhUe greater reliance can be placed on total educat on^ and fflneral 
expenditures and transfers (Part B. line 12 in the IPEDS *"'^f3jf^^,S*^J'^,^P 
expenditures (Part B. line 9 and Part E). the same cannot be s^d for other 
catMories of expenses. However, given the interest in these imtegories. the 
following graphs are provided. Figure 14 shows that Cathohc Research and 
Doctoral universities and Uberal Arts and Two-Year colleges spend a peater 
portion of their total educational and general expenditures and transfers on 
instruction than do other independents. The ratios for the two groups of 
comprehensive universities are fairly similar.

Figure 15 reflects the lower level of federal funding for Cathoiiw Kesearch 
and Doctoral universiti^ outlined in Figure 11. The unusually high 90th 
percentile numfcMBr for Two-Year other independents may well reflect incorrectly 
classifled expenses.

The higher levels of academic support expenditures at other Research/ 
Doctoral independents is probably caused by higher library expenditures and 
other academic support for research conducted at these institutions. The reverse 
relatirnship with higher proportions spent on academic support at Catholic 
insititutions may be caused, at least in part, by the smaller size of these 
institutions* (See further comments and data on page 12, under Institutional 
Support section.)

Figure 18 reveals that the portion of budgets spent on institutional support 
expenses is higher at Catholic colleges and universities. As least a partial 
explanation for these differences, and those for academic support and student 
services, may be the smaller size of the Catholic institutions. The table below 
show< the different median total educational and general expenditures and 
tramfers:

The comparison of Catholic and Other Independents regarding expenditures 
for operation and maintenanra of physical plant d(m not reveal significant 
differences between the various groups. The small sizes of the Two-Year 
institutions may account for the wide variation at the top end of the percentile.

The former are ftinded by 
gifts and endowment income, while the latter are essentially "discounts" to 
the institution's tuition rate, hi the table below, the first figure in each ctfegory 
is the total of institutional scholarships as a percentage of total tuition and 
fee income at the median institution. The numbers within the parenth^ 
are the jwrtions of tuition and fiae income awarded from unrestricted insti- 
tutional sources. The differences in the two numbers represent institutional 
funds restricted to scholarships. Except for unrestricted gifts and endowment 
income allocated to scholarships, the numbers within the parentheses represent 
tuition "discounts."

As world be expected from the earlier discussion of endowment income, 
the market valu^ of endowments as a percentage of educational and general 
expenses at Catholic collies and universities are below those of other 
independents. Perhaps the most notable point in Figure 22 is the wide 
difference in ranges between the "haves" and **have-nots" in the various 
categories.

There are also great difference in the range of relationships l»t%ireen plant 
debt and endowment. Most of tl^ higher*end variation, espedally for the 
comprehensive universities, liberal arts and two-year colleges, be aco)unted 
for by low endowment levels. Figure 23 clearly shows that the delrt of most 
Catholic four-year college and universities is supported by le^ endowment 
than that of comparable independent colics. Data in Figure 24, on the 
following page, omfirms this conclusion by revealing that for both cat^ri^ 
of universities and for liberal aits ralleges debt as a perrontage of the current 
replffi:ement value of physical plant, the middle two quartiles and medians 
(the boxes and vertical Tines) of tne Catholic and other independent institutions, 
is remarkably similar.

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Conclusions 



The data examined in this report reveal that compared to other independent 
collet and universities. Catholic colle^ and universities generally: 

• Are made up of a higher proportion of comprehensive universities, both 
in number and enrollment. 

• Enroll higher percentages of part-time and women students. 

• Enroll lower percentages of black. Asian and Pacific Islanders, and non- 
resident alien students. 

• Enroll more Hispanic students, but almost half of these are in three Puerto 
Rican universities. 

• Are located predominantly in the northeast and mid-west regions of the 
country. 

• Had stable full-time enrollment, with growth concentrated among part-time 
students. 

• Had no growth in black students and suffered a decb'ne among non-resident 
alien students. 

• Depend more heavily on tuition and fee income and physical plant debt. 

• Covored a lower portion of expenses with federal grants and contracts, 
current private gifts, and endowment income. 

• Award less scholarship money as a percentage of tuition and fee income 
than do other independent colleges and universities, including scholarships 
from unrratricted acraunts. 

• Incur the same level of plant debt as a share of plant replacement value 
as other independents, but support this debt with less endowment. 

Responses of individual colleges and universities can be compared to the 
detailed statistics provided in the appendix.
